Paniandler's death under investigation

Fa olice are still investigating the 
L death of a wheelchair-bound 
panhandler who made Edmon- 
ton streets his home. 

“This is being investigated as a 
suspicious death,” said Lorne 
Pubantz, an Edmonton Police 
_ Service homicide detective delving 
into the circumstances surround- 
ing the July 22 death of Rick 
Bertram. “It is appearing to be 
non-criminal so far, but it’s going 
to require more work.” 

Bertram died at the west-end 
apartment he shared with his care- 
giver, Blake Poitras, and Poitras’ 
girlfriend Shelly Outwater. 

Poitras and Outwater moved 
from the building shortly after 
Bertram’s death and could not be 
contacted by SEE. 

During an interview in early 
July, Bertram told SEE he had 
known Poitras for more than a 
decade, that the two were close 
friends and that Poitras had cared 
_ for him in the past. For part of the 
“summer months, Poitras had to 
push Bertram around in his 250- 
pound wheelchair because 
Bertram couldn’t access funds to 
repair the battery-powered vehi- 
cle, said Michael Walters, editor of 

the monthly magazine Our Voice. 
“For months and months Blake 
was pushing that thing around,” 
said Walters, who met the two 
when they were vendors of the 
magazine in 1996. 

Bertram told SEE he was trying 
to hire Poitras as his full-time care- 
giver, but funding agencies 
expressed reservations about 
Bertram’s ability to manage his 
money. 

Bertram said he and Poitras had 
appointment with social ser- 
vices July 19 — three days prior to 
is death. 

“I can’t get nothing from them,” 

e said of social services. “They 
I want to live like this.” 
The poverty-stricken Bertram 
and Poitras constantly struggled to 
stretch the few dollars they 
shared, Walters said. “They were 
just really poor for a long time.” 

Bertram’s relationship with 
social services and agencies that 
deal with the disabled was stormy. 
There was concern about 
Bertram’s ability to manage the 
ds provided to him. 

“I don’t have all the details, but 
honey went missing,” said Guy 
ee a rehabilitation coun- 

or 
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Rick Berka asked for money for wheelchair Lngtiatoen: 
but spent it on survival. 
“They wanted to take my inde- 


pendence away,” Bertram told 
SEE. 

Eventually, he left the hospital 
under Poitras’ care, even though 
he was receiving no money to pay 
Poitras for his help. Bertram’s 
monthly income, before the 
amounts he made panhandling, 
was about $700 under the pro- 
vince’s Assured Income for the 
Severely Handicapped (AISH) 
funding program. Poitras remained 
unemployed. 

“They just shared Rick’s AISH 
cheque,” said Walters, who wasn’t 
surprised by the move, or by the 
fact that Bertram was having trou- 
ble getting the kind of funding he 
sought. 

“He felt he was getting the run- 
around and his past was affecting 
his relationships with new agen- 
cies, because he was seen as 
someone who wouldn’t sit in a 
room and do as he was told and 
eat puréed carrots and stare out 
the window all day.” 

Indeed, Bertram was deter- 
mined to do as he pleased, even 
though life was difficult. He said 
he never knew his parents, who 
gave him up for adoption, and 
grew up in various institutions and 
foster homes. 

In his later years, he would 
come to know the kindness of 
strangers. In 1996, local musicians 
held a benefit concert for him at 
the Commercial Hotel. 

Still, his life was haunted by the 
darker side of the dog-eat-dog 
nature of life on the streets. That 


u Same year he was assaulted by 
-- another Our Voice vendor in a dis- 
oe over territory. Bertram and 


‘hoe Avene when 


Whyte Avenue. Bertram stopped 
selling Our Voice, Walters said, 
because he felt he could make 
more money begging on the 
streets. A sign on the side of 
Bertram’s wheelchair said he 
needed money to buy computer 
appliances for his chair. But often 
that money was used just to get by. 

“Tt was straight survival — he 
was on the streets. It was just a 
survival mechanism,” Walters said. 
“There were periods of time when 
his chair would break and he’d get 
caught out in the rain and he’d 
need new parts . . . and a lot of the 
money they were raising went to, 
you know, food. They weren't 
lying but they knew where that 
money was going to go.” 

Bertram’s sister, Lana Bertram, 
said she didn’t know much about 
her brother’s life in Edmonton. 
And few people in Edmonton 
knew about Rick’s family. Social 
services had no listed next-of-kin 
to notify upon Bertram’s death. 
Lana learned of her brother’s 
death when SHE contacted her at 
her Vancouver home a month ago. 

“Maybe he didn’t tell me certain 
things about himself,” she said. 
“Maybe he didn’t want me to have 
certain perceptions of him.” 

She is vehemently opposed to 
any news outlet writing anything 
about her brother, but she is confi- 
dent his death did not involve foul 
play. 

“I don’t want anyone to take pity 
or remorse over Rick, going ‘oh, I 
felt so bad for him.” 

Pity is the last thing Bertram 
ever wanted, said Walters, who 
knew the 38-year-old man as a 
fiercely independent sort. He won- 
ders if society couldn’t tae, done 
more forhim.

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Farewell to King Lettuce

j rian Toogood and Brody 
Ratsoy of King Lettuce are the 
! sort of guys that you normally 
can't get a straight answer out of. 
‘A serious question in an interview 
will normally be answered with an 
embarrassed shrug of the shoul- 
der, followed by the sort of wise- 
erack aimed at defusing any show 
of pretension, as though any seri- 
ous answer could be misconstrued 
as pompous. 

And pretentious these guys are 

not; the music they play reflects 
their personalities: oddly subtle 
(for hard rock), heart-on-the- 
sleeve sentiments that never 
devolve into sentimentality, and a 
kind of hard-won faith in music 
that seems to have gone out of 
fashion to a large group of people 
these days. If rock and roll ever 
had any ethic, it was in its direct- 
ness and ability to cleave through 
to the heart of the matter, and 
King Lettuce had this in spades. 
They toured consistently across 
Canada and parts of the U.S, build- 
ing up pockets of fans in each city, 
and following the kindof rock and 
roll dream that make the practical 
among us shake our heads in dis- 
belief. 

They released two albums, 
1994’s Geekwaterloogan and last 
year's Standby. Now, after five 
years together, King Lettuce are 
calling it quits. 

Along with drummer Tim 
McCann, now of Greater Than 
Less Than, Toogood and Ratsoy 
(ex of the Chronics) were a hard 

ock juggernaut. The rhythm sec- 
tion was (and is) terse and dramat- 
ic while Toogood, a talented but 
never overtly flashy guitarist, sang 
in a casual yet compelling manner. 

e music was essentially melodic 
punk rock, lumped in with the 
skate rock bands of the day but 

vith a maturity and understanding 
of dynamics that a lot of bands of 
any stripe never learn. Simply put, 
they were a great rock band who 
na ppened to write punk rock. 

They also had some great 
shows, opening up for and holding 
their own with such heavyweights 

Social Distortion, SNFU, 
shbone and the Cadillac Tramps. 


McCann left the band last year to 
join the aforementioned Greater 
Than Less Than, and was replaced 
by the original drummer for SNFU, 
Evan C. Jones, who stayed around 
for a few shows. Tired and burned 
out, the band called it quits after a 
few months of mulling it over. 

The break-up of the band, and 
their decision to play a last show 
at the Rebar on Oct. 8, are the 
main topics of conversation. I try 
not to press too much on this 


comforting, I remark. “It is com- 
forting. It’s what kept the band 
together a lot of the time. It was 
easy being in King Lettuce. And I 
enjoyed being in King Lettuce.” 
During the interview, Toogood 
and Ratsoy can’t really agree as to 
the reasons for the break-up of the 
band. In the end, they don’t so 
much agree as agree to see each 
other’s point. There’s no finger 
pointing; both want to make it 
clear that the band did not break 





he’s clearly uncomfortable that he 
could be misinterpreted or mis- 
quoted, or that the whole thing 
could be blown out of proportion. 
It’s pretty obvious for both of them 
that it was time to move on, and 
even if they can’t easily articulate 
what is, after all, a very complex 
thing, it seems like they’re still 
mulling it over. Years of constant 
practice, touring and organizing 
can make you as tight as family. 
And while you may love your fami-

topic, trying to widen the scope of 
the interview, but it’s fascinating 
to listen to these two as they put 
together what for them must feel 
like an autopsy. And while they are 
sad about the demise of something 
that dominated their lives for five 
years, they also have a sense of a 
new beginning. 

“It’s not like King Lettuce was a 
weight, but it’s like a weight being 
lifted off our shoulders; it’s like we 
now have the freedom to do any- 
thing,” says Toogood. But some- 
times that weight could be pretty 


up angrily, and both are careful in 
their comments. After all, they still 
hang out together — this isn’t John 
Lennon versus Paul McCartney. 

“For me there was a lot of grow- 
ing up that needed to be done,” 
Toogood says. 

This seems for him to be a 
process, or part of a process. 
Ratsoy, however, is not conceding 
anything. 

“I don’t think you can say it was 
any one thing. It wasn’t one single 
thing that caused it.” ' 

Ratsoy wants to stress the point; 


ly, you eventually find other things 
you want to do outside the family. 
Toogvod and Ratsoy are realistic 
enough to acknowledge this. 
Ratsoy does note the diversity of 
musical taste in the band and how 
that will affect future endeavors. 
“In King Lettuce, you had Brian, 
who loved his pop, country and his 
punk rock. Me, I love punk rock, 
while Tim was really into jazz. So 
after we all start doing our own 
stuff we're not all going into King 
Lettuces again, we’re going our

But Toogood, while agreeing to 
the eclectic taste within the band 
doesn’t want this to seem like any 
reason for a break-up 

“It wasn't even just about music 


A lot of stuff happened in every- 
body’s lives at the same time. A lot 
of stuff. (pause) And after Evan 
left the band, I was just so 
burned out. We gave it a few 
months after he left and at the end 
of it decided to call it quits. It was 
a hard, hard decision.” 

So what’s next? Toogood 
shrugs. “I'll just be playing with 
people I normally wouldn’t play 


with. There’s all this other stuff I 
do that no one ever hears. I’ve 
thought about it and one conclu- 
sion I've come to is . . . there’s no 
timeline .. . Definitely there's 
gonna be an acoustic CD.” 

Ratsoy is vague in his plans, but 
assured in his purpose. “I have a 
lot of energy left. I wanna get back 
on the horse and go hard again.” 

Until then, there’s a final show 
to be played and they’re thinking 
about it. Lots. 

“We always did well in Edmon- 
ton and we want to give people a 
last chance to see us. It’s just to 
thank people,” says Ratsoy. 

“Yeah, I want to do it right,” 
Toogood nods over to Ratsoy. “It’s 
probably the last time that Tim, 
Brody and I are gonna play togeth- 
er. And also, there were some peo- 
ple that came show after show 
after show that I'm thinking about. 
Guys like our manager, Darren 
(Carter), who worked as hard as 
anyone and was really a fourth 
member. Or Spyder, who did all 
the artwork. One regret that I had 
with Deadbeat Backbone (his 
band before King Lettuce) is we 
just broke up, and that was it. So 
Id like to play one last show and 
end a band right.”

Picker with amazing resume joins two of Canada’s premier bluesmen for a little home cookin

t is often said that by the time 
| David Rea was 20-years-old, he’d 

already accomplished more in 
his musical career than most do in 
their entire lifetimes. This may 
very well be true. At 17, Rea head- 
ed from his home town of Akron, 
Ohio to the burgeoning folk scene 
of Toronto in the ’60s. 

“I had met Ian and Sylvia in 
1962, when I was still in high 
school,” says Rea. “They told me 
about this guy up there named 
Gordon Lightfoot I ought to listen 
to. When they got married, they 
invited me to the wedding and I 
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went up to Toronto and eventually 
ended up playing with Gordon.” 

Rea is touted with innovating 
the “filigree” guitar style heard on 
the début album Lightfoot!, which 
later become the trademark of 
Lightfoot’s sound. 

“The wonderful thing about 
playing with Gordon is he’s a real 
good picker, solid as a rock — like 
a metronome... this was just 
about my first job as an accompa- 
nist and I didn’t really know what I 
was doing,” laughs Rea. “I 
employed sort of a Merle Travis 
style. At the time, I was picking 
with my thumb and forefinger. So,

what I was doing was using a 
counterpoint — to complement his 
words . . . to add a counterpoint 
voice.”

Between his second and third 
album for Capitol, Rea replaced 
Richard Thompson as lead gui- 
tarist in Fairport Convention. He 
then recorded Slewfoot, with mem- 
bers of The Grateful Dead and 
New Riders Of The Purple Sage. 

“That was an interesting project; 
people either love it or they hate 
it,” maintains Rea. “I was booked 
on a tour of a series of folk festi- 
vals that the New Riders were on, 
and I knew the great Canadian 
pedal steel player Buddy Cage, so 
we started to jam, they’d invite me 
up on stage. I’d gone out to 
Sausalito to stay with Buddy for a 
while and The New Riders were 
playing Winterland. They invited 
me on stage and at the time I had 
this beautiful cherry red, double 
cutaway Gibson Les Paul, a mon- 
ster guitar. They invited Bob Weir 
up and he had the twin to my gui- 
tar and we had a good ole time, 
played Hand Jive and Johnny B. 
Goode... 

“We ended up at Buddy’s and at 
five in the morning it was like, shit 
gang, let’s make a record — what 
time is it in New York? ... We 
rehearsed for a day and recorded 
in Mickey Hart’s barn.” 

Fast forward to the late ’90s, and 
Rea now lives west of Seattle on 
Bainbridge Island, overlooking

I started to find things 
out about the Allmans and, in 
interviews, they in turn were talk- 
ing about these blues musicians, 
like Muddy Waters and Robert 
Johnson, so I started to get into 
those guys. 

Blues is a lot of improvising, 
there’s lots of room to move. I 
mean, sure, it has this repetitive 
chord cycle, but within that three- 
chord cycle there’s so much room. 

I enjoy playing my own stuff. Of 
course, or I wouldn’t have written 
or recorded it. But I’m quite criti- 
cal of my own stuff. When I am 


doing a cover, it’s the lyrics that 
attract me. A blues song can be’ 


interpreted in so many different 
ways; by the time I get done, they 
don’t sound much like the original. 
But there’s always respect of the 
original material. 

Are you interested in moving 
to a more acoustic blues style? 

TD: I'll be releasing an acoustic 
album, hopefully sometime in 
February. In fact, this summer I 
got to host the acoustic blues tent 
at the Ottawa Bluesfest. It was the 
















first time they'd had it 
and it was so much 
fun.

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A visit to the land where blues began

very so often the job of music 
Ficcmats allows one to cruise 

territories that open up win- 
dows of insight to the sounds one 
has written about over the years. 

Last week local blues artist 
Mark Sterling and I took off to 
Memphis and many points south of 
that city, which is still the musical 
pulse of the continent. I think it is 
safe to say that today we both 
have a deeper understanding of 
what inspired so much of the early 
blues music that came out of 
Mississippi and Arkansas, begin- 
ning almost 100 years ago. 

Armed with a wonderfully 
detailed package of information 
from Holger Petersen, we spent a 
day in search of the resting places 
of Sonny Boy Williamson (Rice 
Miller), Robert Johnson and 
Charley Patton and ultimately 
found them all, out on the back 
roads of the Delta. Sadly there is a 
feeling that envelopes much of this 
part of the rural South that signi- 
fies a resignation to poverty. 
Clapboard houses, with shingles 
shaking in the breeze, look as 
though a coat of paint hasn’t been 
a consideration for a couple of 
generations. Boarded-up main 
streets in places like Tutwiler are 
commonplace. Tutwiler is the 
place where W.C. Handy first 
heard a man playing bottleneck 
guitar in 1897 on a train platform 
and first coined the term “the 


blues.” There are some fabulous 
murals painted on the back of an 
old brick building built parallel to 
the tracks and it is a few miles up 
some dusty roads from Tutwiler 
that Sonny Boy’s grave can be 
found beside a listing, long aban- 
doned church. 

Patton’s grave is even further off 
the beaten track and the head- 
stone, which John Fogerty paid for 
in '91, sits in a graveyard full of 
unmarked graves next to a cotton 
plant and the New Jerusalem 
Church in Holly Ridge. 

When the sun starts going down 
on the Delta you can get an idea of 
what inspired some of the material 
of these great vocalists and song- 
writers whocontinue to inspire 
musicians decades later. 

Southern hospitality is not a 
myth, as everyone we came in con- 
tact with was friendly and obliging 
when it came to giving directions. 
Arriving in Helena, Arkansas, we 
met Sonny Payne who has been 
hosting the King Biscuit Time 
radio show since 1941 and, after 
listening to a tune on Mark’s sam- 
pler CD, immediately invited him 
to guest on his noon hour show. At 
the age of 76, Mr. Payne goes out 
and sells advertising for the sta- 
tion, KFFA, after spinning classic 
blues tunes during the lunch hour. 

Back in Memphis a day later, 
Mark and I attended a two-day 
conference called Bluestock that 
deals with the business of blues 


music. Every seminar we attended 
enlightened us on different aspects 
of the industry, but I can also say 
it was reassuring to find ou 
Mark’s career is heading in th 
right direction. Although my per 
spective comes from a differeni 
place, I thought he proved he’s 
more than in the game when h« 
opened a show at the Centre fo: 
Southern Folklore for the 84-year- 
old Robert Junior Lockwood, the 
last living musical link to Roberi 
Johnson, on Saturday night. 

Calgary's Tim Williams, the only 
other Canadian blues artist playing 
Beale Street that night, also con 
firmed for the umpteenth time that 
he is one of the best of the blues 
men on the continent. 

“Can you believe how good 
Robert Junior still is?” whispered 
Williams as Mr. Lockwood deliv- 
ered the knock-out punches of the 
evening with a restrained yet pow- 
erful set that included Robert 
Johnson material and a mesmeriz- 
ing adaptation of C.C. Rider. 

“My only concern is that Honey- 
boy Edwards, Robert Jr. and 
Pinetop Perkins are all going to go 
in the same week. They are the tri- 
umvirate of original bluesmen 
left,” added Williams of the three 
great musicians who are all in 
their eighties. 

The music will live on though 
and there will be a few Albertans 
helping to keep it alive and thriv- 
ing.

ne of the overlooked items on the Yardbird Suite 
calendar last winter was the Edmonton début of 
trombonist Roswell Rudd. A wild, brilliant inven- 
or on trombone for close to 40 years, Rudd took the 
‘stage with a band clearly stoked for the occasion. Sax 
player Rob Scheps deployed his “notey, but hopefully,

Through Amnesty International, Inti- 
Illimani has performed with such noted 
artists as Pete Seeger, Mercedes Sosa, John 
Williams, Sting, Bruce Springsteen, Tracy 
Chapman and Wynton Marsalis. Last year, at 
a tribute concert performance in London, 
Peter Gabriel joined them on stage to play 
his song Hold On. The Intis have also been 
honored with Human Rights Awards.

Canada at last 


Good brothers carry Mi ia scountry torch |

ou don’t have to go very far 
Vins the new Sadies album, 

Pure Diamond Gold, to recog- 
nize it ain’t good ol’ country music 
like they used to play it. This coun- 
try has been filtered through surf 
instrumentals and backwoods 
strangeness and pumped full of 
punk energy. When the first two 
tracks on the album ricochet past 
your ear in under two minutes 
with a pair of six-strings blazing, 
it’s easy to imagine a Tarantino 
spaghetti western for which the 
Sadies could provide a soundtrack. 

Travis Good, one half of the 
brother team that fronts the band, 
says the cavalier attitude toward 
classic American music runs in the 
family. His father and uncle are 
known to fans of Canadian coun- 
try as the Good Brothers, a coun- 
try duo who had a wild way with 
their music through the ’70s, and 
with whom Travis cut his teeth on 
fiddle and guitar. He says the fami- 
ly fully approve of the Sadies. 

“They like it. All my uncles and 
my dad and mom played a release 
party with us last week and did the 
Mike Bullard show with us. They 
were never really purists them- 
selves. For the time, back then, in 
the early ’70s, people thought they 
were wrecking country music — 
they were using electric guitars 
and saxes and all kinds of shit. I 
wouldn't really compare us to the 
Good Brothers though.” 

Despite the Canadian legacy, the 
Sadies have concentrated most of 
their efforts. south of the border. 
As assignees to Chicago’s vaunted 
home of insurgent country, 
Bloodshot Records, they’ve had 
the opportunity to get around the 
U.S., backing up the likes of Neko 
Case and Andre Williams (with 
whom they released an album, Red 
Dirt, earlier this year), and open- 
ing for bands like Freakwater. 
Travis says the exposure in the 
U.S. and Europe has been enough 
to keep the band at the break-even 
point on their recordings and 
tours, but now that Bloodshot’s 
catalogue is being distributed in 
Canada by Outside Music, the 
Sadies thought it might be time to 
look homeward. 

“We've never really toured

Canada — we've sort of popped u;

musicians. But that do¢sn’t mean | 
the Sadies are getting all radio 
friendly. 

“Greg cooked for is and stufi 
played some guitar with us, but he 
wasn’t engineering or producing 
We were just using his house.” 

Travis says the band would like 
to record the next one on Keelor’s | 
farm as well. The sylvan sé@tting 
soothes the fractious atmosphere 
in which the band sometimes | 
works and Travis figures, if they’re 
in the studio for more than a few 
days, they'll need a relaxed setting 
to keep flare-ups to a minimum. 

“If we take two weeks in the stu- 
dio we could end up killing each 
other — that could be the end of 
the band,” he laughs. “We get 
bored and we get grouchy and we 
get nervous, and that’s a bad com- 
bination. Me and Dallas are broth- 
ers too, so that-makes it worse, but 
as long as one of the other guys 
don’t step in, we'll always iron it 
out — we just have our little 
blowout and that’s it.” N-5

he weirdest thing about visiting 
T= York City for the first time 

is, you've already been there so 
many times. Its imposing skyline, 
narrow streets and gridlock traffic 
have been imprinted on our minds 
by movies and TV for years, and 
the constant hum of humanity 
walking its streets have been rhap- 
sodized and despaired over by 
auteurs in every medium.

he only Christian Apocalypse 
Tres I can think of off the top 

of my head are the David 
Duchovny vehicle, The Rapture, 
and the Sunday school classic A 
Thief in the Night and its sequels. 
Now, eight film-makers commis- 
sioned by the German-French TV 
channel ARTE are each telling the 
story of the end of the millennium. 
This weekend, Metro Cinema is 
showing The Book of Life, Hal 
Hartley’s vision of the End Times. 

He tackles interesting theologi- 
cal concepts: redemption (if Jesus 
forgave us all on the Cross, why 
would he screw all but 14,000 of us 
in the End?), the human aspects of 
Jesus, the word of Law versus the 
love of Christ, Jesus’ relationship 
with Mary Magdalene (and, there- 
fore, sexuality), the necessity of 
evil, and so on — big ideas treated 
with an absurdist’s touch, but 
without the smug sarcasm that 
passes for irony these days. 

This Jesus (Martin Donovan) 


arrives in New York to carry out 
the business of His Dad. He is 
there to pass final judgment on the 
people of Earth, save the select 
few and leave the rest to their fate. 

However, these biblical prophe- 
cies seem a little harder to carry 
out now than when they were first 
conceived 2,000 years ago. Jesus 
is ambivalent about the whole 
damnation thing, so He decides 
not to go through with it. God’s 
lawyers are not pleased. 

This film was shot on digital 
video, which will take some get- 
ting used to, but the hazy, some- 
times overexposed look of the film 
can be justified by the fact that it’s 
a divine struggle at the end of the 
world. Also, as the film-maker 
explains, he was “trying to find 
what it is this new medium does 
well and how those things that it 
does well cause me to change my 
habits of working,” meaning under 
the limited budget of this project.

Thave been an avid reader 
of your column for about 
a three years and I need you 

to answer a question for me. I 
don’t feel that this is a question I 
can ask my doctor or anyone 
who might have an answer for 
me at work. lam a black man 
who enjoys drinking the piss of 
other black males. I haven't 
found may like-minded individu- 
als to discuss the subject with, 
let alone to indulge with, so my 
experience with this activity is 
pretty rare. 

Here’s the issue: At my job I 
am subject to random drug 
tests. Skipping drug tests is not 
an option conducive to future 
employment. [f I were to imbibe 
of someone who had, say, used 
marijuana recently would drugs 
show up in my urine? How do I 
enjoy myself without having to 
explain to my employer how 
drugs ended up in my urine? I 
don’t know if my employer 
would believe me even if I were 
to tell them the truth. 

Piss Drinker 


Hey, Piss Drinker: “As drug 
tests become more sensitive,” 
Flash Gordon, MD, told me, 
“THC ingested second-hand is 
showing up on drug tests.” 
Gordon is the former medical 
director of the Haight Asbury 
Free Medical Clinic in San 
Francisco, and currently prac- 
tices at First Med Marin in San 
Rafael, CA. In Doc Flash’s opin- 
jon, THC may show up in your 
urme after you drink the piss of 
a dope smoker provided the 
drug test you're subjected to is 
sensitive enough. 

“If THC positive urme was 
ingested by someone that 
wouldn't be much different than 
breathing second-hand smoke,” 
said the Doc, “and [second hand 
smoke} is showing up on tests 
these days. You might get a pos- 
itive test result, although ingest- 
ing THC this way wouldn't get 
you off.” What the doc means, of 
course, is that drinking THC- 
positive urine won't get PD 
high, even if it does get PD off. 

Feeling uncharacteristically 
responsible — PD's job and sex 
life both hang in the balance — {1 
sought a second opinion. Emily 
Davis, a Lab Technician at 
Northwestern University in 
Chicago, assured me that most 
job-related drug tests are pretty 
generic, and few would be sensi- 
tive enough to pick up small 
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amounts of THC or traces of 
other drugs that had been fil- 
tered through two peoples’ kid- 
neys. 

“The only chance is if the per- 
son was an extremely hardcore 
user and then would have high- 


er traces in their urine,” said 
Davis, who feels you are at 
greater risk of picking up a sex- 
ually transmitted disease than 
you are of a positive drug test. 
“Although urine has the smallest 
trace amounts of HIV of all the 
body fluids and no cases of 
infection through urine have 
ever been documented, mucus 
membranes in the mouth could 
conceivably absorb the virus 
into the body.” AIDS is the most 
glamorous STD, of course, so 
it’s the one most people fanta- 
size about contracting, You 
should probably worry more 
about syphilis, gonorrhea, her- 
pes and other STDs, PD, than 
you should about AIDS. 
Speaking of piss drinkers, 
Attitude, a glossy U.K. monthly, 
recently ran a. story that you 
might want to look up, PD. It 
was about folks who drink their 
own piss, and I think you'll find 
the piece both informative and 
reassuring. Apparently piss 
drinking for health purposes has 
a long, proud history, with such 
notables as Gandhi being a con- 
firmed piss drinker, as well as 
the brother of someone I work 
with, and millions of other men 
and women all over the world. Tf 
anyone out there wants to learn 
more about the wonderful 
things drinking piss can do for 
you, Golden Fountain : The 
Complete Guide To Urine 
Therapy, by Coen Van Der 
Kroon, Volker Moritz, and 
Merilee Dranow (Wishland), is 
the bible of piss drinkers.. 
Anyway, PD, my advice for _ 


you would be go for it. The odds _ 


of a positive drug test are low, 
and the odds of contracting an 
STD probably worth the risk, _ 
that is if piss drinking is what 
floats your boat. Enjoy the piss
